The long-plagued Metro LK1 line may 
finally start to get up to speed in mid- 
May. 

Adam Laughlin, general manager of 
the integrated infrastructure services 
department, told councillors that an 
independent audit of the signalling 
system was going well and had only 
found one small problem. 

A problem with the signalling sys¬ 
tem had the city running trains on a 
line-of-sight operation, forcing them 
to run aE half speed. 

Laughlin cautioned a completed 
audit would not mean the city could 
speed up the trains right away, but 
the city was already doing some test¬ 
ing to make it easier 


“It doesn't happen automatically, 
so what we are doing recently is we 
have been doing some testing in an¬ 
ticipation," he said. “It’s not an audit 
and then flip the switch — it does 
take some time." 

Laughlin said the city hits been mak¬ 
ing progress on this issue even if the 
public can't see it. 

“It’s not like a road project or a 
building project, where you can see 
it happening because it’s all system 
based. IE's all computer networks.* 

If things go well, the city will be able 
to increase the line from 15-minute 
service to 10-minute service on the tine 
between Churchill and NA1T stations. 

It won’t speed up the trains on the 
section of the line between Churchill 
and Health Sciences station, and the 
city doesn’t have a timeline for that, 
The line was originally supposed to 
go into full operation in April 2014, 
and Mayor Don Iveson said council is 
frustrated to still be waiting, but frus¬ 
tration won't get the trains moving. 

“We absolutely share that Ifrirslra- 
hoo), but our job at this point is to 
try and get it working," Ives on said.

One of the longesE-running 
anime series has picked a pretty 
familiar location Eof its latest 
giant-robot showdown. 

The latest episode of Mobile

called Arbrau. in a city called ... 
Edmonton. 

This is no coincidence. 

The opening scene shows an 
empty city centre, locked down 


for the upcoming Arbrau elec¬ 
tions. but a sharp-eyed anime 
site called Nopy’s blog noticed 
that City Centre Mill and the 
Don Wheaton VMCA are both 
clea rly visible. 

Later shots feature the river 
valley and Jasper Avenue. 

“It's pretty neat that they 
picked our city," said Andrea 
Brown with Happy Harbour 
Comics. "They might have made 
us even look better than we are 


at the moment; everything's 
pretty green.” 

Brandon Schatz. co-owner 
of Variant Edition Comics and 
Culture, says the Gundam ser¬ 
ies, which has been on the air 
in some form since 1979, is "one 
of the biggest mimes out there 
right now." 

Small details about Edmon¬ 
ton have been changed — Sere 
tiabank becomes Bankbank and 
Central .Social Hall is now Cen¬ 


tral Shopping Midi — but there's 
no mistaking it. 

As to be expected when 
you've got giant robots doing 
battle, the city doesn't fare too 
well. 

There's an explosion in fr ont 
of a building that looks awfully 
like the headquarters of Stantec, 
and a giant robot does a good 
job smashing up the intersec¬ 
tion of Jasper Avenue and 109th 
Street. 


Still, fans consider it an hon¬ 
our. 

“In popular fiction when 
they're choosing a place to de¬ 
stroy, they're looking for some¬ 
thing iconic, or at the very least 
a place that people recognize.” 
Schatz said. "That's why yon get 
New York destroyed all the time, 
or Washington or monuments. 

“it says something about Ed¬ 
monton. that we've been chosen 
to be wrecked."

Having an extra five 
weeks would prevent me from 
dipping into my savings." said 
Chris, who moved back to Ed¬ 
monton to live with his parents 
after being laid off in Calgary 


last May. “Ten to 15 of my en¬ 
gineering friends have been 
laid off. There's so many of 
us affected, that I think it's 
justified for Edmonton to be 
included. 1 * 

As part of the 2016 budget, 
workers in 12 economically 
hard-hit Canadian jurisdic¬ 
tions, including most of Al¬ 


berta, are eligible to receive El 
benefits for up to a maximum 
of 50 weeks — rather than 45 
— starting July. Long-tenured 
workers can claim up to an 
extra 20 weeks. 

In order to qualify, the fed¬ 
eral government required that 
a region's unemployment rate 
increase by two percentage 


points from its lowest point be¬ 
tween March 2014 to February 
2015, toils highest between the 
same period the following year, 
said Edmonton's chief econo¬ 
mist John Kose. Edmonton's 
increased by only I S per cent 
— just under the qualifying 
percentage — to 6.5 per cent.

rule, how often are you going 
to revisit this?" Rose said. 

"With unemployment go¬ 
ing up, 1 would anticipate that 
we’re going to meet the two- 
percentage point criteria in the 
next couple of months ... will 
we then be allowed to claim 
these supplemental benefits?" 

While the impact of the ex¬ 
clusion won't be felt immedi¬ 
ately, he said there will be 
negative consequences down 
the line. 

The real issue is that when 
people exhaust their benefits 
and their income drops, to zero, 
then you'll see a slight increase 
in defaults in mortgages and 
car loans, and people will no 
longer be able to afford con¬ 
sumer goods, which affects 
the economy.'*.

Canada, has traditionally looked 
to Europe on matters of design, 
but an Edmonton architecture 
firm is hoping to flip the script 
and stall “exporting Edmon- 
tonness" with the opening of 
a new studio in Romania. 

On Thursday, Latitudine 53 
by Manasc Isaac opens in a 
renovated apartment building 
in Bucharest. 

“We think that a lot of the 
design challenges that we've 
learned to solve here in Edmon¬ 
ton over the years. Bucharest 
has the same challenges," said 
Kent McKay with Manasc Isaac, 
the Edmonton-based firm be¬ 
hind the Mosaic Centre, among 
other things. 

"With a population just shy

of two million people, Bucha¬ 
rest is the largest city in Ro¬ 
mania. and also it's economic 
centre. Although once known 
for its architecture, many his¬ 
toric buildings were destroyed 
over the last century by war or 
replaced by urban planning 
schemes carried out by IVico- 
lae Ceausescu's communist 
regime. 

McKay said that the issue of 
dealing with aging buildings, 
and concrete bunkers left over 
Front an earlier era is one Fam¬ 
iliar to Edmonton architects. 

“Also, a lot of the same 


energy and vibrancy that the 
younger demographic in Ed¬ 
monton is creating to revitalize 
our core, and create something 
— that same energy seem to 
exist in Bucharest. h 

The scheme came about 
after two Romanian architects 
moved to Edmonton after Viv¬ 
ian Manasc presented at their 
university 

Ana-Dora Matei and Alec- 
sandru Vasiliu spent a couple 
of years working for the firm 
here in Edmonton, and are 
now returning to Romania to 
open up the new office,

Mayor Don Iveson said the new 
transit funding the federal gov¬ 
ernment announced Tuesday 
could help move many differ¬ 
ent projects ahead. 

The liberals announced $3.4 
billion over the next two years 
for transit, w r hich will be allo¬ 


cated in proportion to a city’s 
share of national transit rider- 
ship. hdmonton is still check¬ 
ing the numbers, but early 
estimates indicate it will mean 
SI35 million to S150 million 
for the city. 

Iveson said the money could 
be used to design the next sec¬ 
tion of the LRT, to rehabilitate 
stations on the existing line 
or to small extensions of the 
LK'J system, such as onto the 
Elatchford lands. 

“Council will have to de¬ 
termine what we do w r ith the 
new transit funding, but we 
have options w r e didn't have 
before,” he said. 

Unlike previous federal con¬ 
tributions to transit, these in¬ 
vestments can pay up to 50 per 


cent of transit projects and can 
be used for design of future 
projects or rehabilitation of 
new r ones. 

Iveson said the city should 
be able to find the funds to 
match the new dollars, but 
they are also hoping the Al¬ 
berta government will bring 
more to the table. 

“I will be looking to the 
province to signal they are also 
prepared to step up,” he said. 
"Hopefully, the city won't have 
to come up with too much. 1 * 

He said he and other may¬ 
ors across the country believe 
provinces should ramp up their 
spending, but overall this is 
a good situation for the city.

Tory MP Jim Hillyer dead at 41 


MPs of all political stripes con¬ 
soled and comforted one an¬ 
other on Parliament Hill on 
Wednesday after learning of 
the sudden death of Alberta 
Conservative MP Jim Hillyer. 

News of the tragedy spread 
as Hillyer’s fellow Tories gath¬ 
ered for their weekly caucus 
meeting. 

Many expressed shock, not¬ 
ing they had seen him out 
Tuesday night after the feder¬ 
al budget. As they left the Hill, 
several were met with hugs and 
handshakes from Liberal MPs. 

The House of Commons, 
w r here a heated post-budget 
question period had been an¬ 
ticipated, was instead expected 
to adjourn eEirly. although there 


was talk of party leaders pay¬ 
ing tribu Ee. 

interim Conservative leader 
Kona Ambrose said she was 
deeply saddened. 

“Jim was a valued and hard¬ 
working member of the Con¬ 
servative team, and a passionate 
advocate for those he repre¬ 
sented." she said in a statement. 

“More than that, he was a 
dedicated husband and father 
and a man of strong faith and 
conviction. 3 pray that his and 
his family's faith will help them 
through this very difficult time." 

Former prime minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper offered his con¬ 
dolences on Twitter. 

“Laureen and l were shocked 
and saddened to learn of Jim 


Hillyer’s passing,” he wrote. 

Speaker Geoff Kegan also 
expressed sadness. 

“Jim was a respected mem¬ 
ber of the parliamentary com¬ 
munity and he will be greatly 
missed by his colleagues in the 
House,” Regan said. 

“I would like to extend my 
condolences to his wife Livi and 
his children, as well as to his 
family and friends ” 

Other MPs and cabinet min¬ 
isters posted similar tributes. 

Hillyer was first elected to 
the House of Commons in 2011 
in the Lethbridge riding and 
was re-elected last hill in the 
new riding of Medicine Hat- 
Cardston-Wamer.

Calgary is no longer a fan of orange Kool-Aid.

Thomas says the vote count shows there was very little 
daylight between the PCs, Wildrose, NDP and Liberals. "They 
were not great, but not bad," she says.

Carter says Gill managed to 
take a smidgen of Bhullar's 
legacy, but is nowhere near 
as popular.

Thomas thinks Bhullar 
had iittle to do with Gill's 
win — that's why the four 
candidates were so close. 
During the 201S general, 
she says people voted for 
Bhullar for who he was, not 
necessarily for the Tories. 
Plus, the constituents' love 
for a particular candidate 
doesn't mean voters will 
devote themselves to the 
party brand, Thomas adds. 



All pundits thought 
the Liberals made 
great gains but it's 
still David Swann 
sitting alone in 
the house.

More Alberta students will be 
able to dabble in theatrical 
makeup, robotics, computer 
programming and the trades, 
as the province moves to ex¬ 
pand the career and technol¬ 
ogy foundations program. 

Currently a pilot, the pro¬ 
gram is offered to students 
in Grades 5 to 9 in a handful 
of school jurisdictions, but 
Education Minister David 
Eggen said it's time for it 
to expand. 

“It's been an evolution 
years in the making and this 
is a chance for career and 
technology Foundations to 
bust out across the province," 
he said. 

The program is an offshoot 


of the Career and Technology 
Studies program available in 
high schools, but is designed 


for younger students. 

!t is currently offered at 
Westmount Junior High 


School. Staff report it has 
led to increased enrollment 
and better attendance since 


it was introduced. 

Eggen said it just enhances 
students' current education. 

“Our focus on basic literacy 
and numeracy is intact and 
enhanced by these pursuits." 

Edmonton Public School 
Hoard chair Michael Janz said 
it’s great to be able to offer 
the program more widely. 

“Parents are asking for 
more choices and more op¬ 
tions and we know that's 
increasing student engage¬ 
ment," he said. "We hear from 
our schools that kids are really 
benefiting and requesting 
and desiring this program." 

School boards will not be 
getting Etdditional money to 
offer the program, but Janz 
said that's not necessary to 
make it successful. 

“It’s not necessarily a fund¬ 
ing issue, it is how we direct 
our resources." 


SYRIAN REFUGEES 

Eggen not 
seeking 
new funds 

The province wants to clarify 
the number of Syrian refugee 
children in Alberta schools, but 
Education Minister David Eggen 
said he isn't planning to demand 
more funding from Ollaw r a. 

The school boards currently 
estimate that there are about 
1,100 refugee children currently 
attending school in the province. 
Eggen said that’s not an abnor¬ 
mal influx for Alberta schools. 

“1 think that 1,100 is within 
the normal range we deal with 
every year,*’ he said, 

Eggen said issues like housing 
are likely to be a larger cost for 
the province than extra children 
in the classroom. 

The Edmonton Ifoblic School 
Board passed a motion earlier 
this month asking for S2 million 
from the federal government. 

Board chair Michael Janz said 
he understands the minister's 
point, but they just want to 
make sure the federal govern¬ 
ment understands the impact. 

“It’s an additional 500 very 
high-need students who requite 
additional language supports, 
mental health supports, cultural 
supports.”

A new leadership conference 
for students from Edmonton’s 
inner city hopes to bring in 
students who are often left 
out. 

Event co-organizer Dan 
Scratch, a social studies teach¬ 
er at Inner City High School, 
speaks of the intelligence and 
resiliency of his students, but 
says they often don't get these 
types of opportunities, which 
is why he's hosting Ehe con¬ 
ference on May 'll. 

"We're often disconnected 
from what the major schools 
are doing, so we wanted to cre¬ 
ate an event that was solely for 
inner-city youth," Scratch said. 

He partnered 
with Naim Car¬ 
dinal, the First 
Nations. Metis 
and Inuit li¬ 
aison work¬ 
er at Centre 
High, to create 
the Indigenous 
Youth Confer¬ 
ence, which 
they hope will 
become an an¬ 
nual event. 

Cardinal says the one-day 
conference will focus on in¬ 
digenous style leadership, but 
is open to 50 student leaders of 
any background from Centre 
High, Inner City High School, 


Boyle Street Education Ce ntre 
and Amiskwaciy Academy, 
among others. 

11 We follow indigenous ways 
of knowing when we run many 
of our programs [at Centre 
High] and that approach isn't 
always taken when having 
these kind of events," Car¬ 
dinal said. 

"Having people on site who 
have different ways of know¬ 
ing is really important For stu¬ 
dents to learn." 

To that end, the conference 
already has a full line up of 
speakers, including writer 
and artist Aaron Paquette 
and Charlene Bearhead, edu¬ 
cation lead at the National 
Centre for Truth and Rec¬ 
onciliation. 

Cardinal said he hopes that 
the event will help students 
come away with a positive 
self-identity, together with 
leadership skills they can take 
back to school and into their 
careers. 

Scratch adds that since many 
of the students are dealing with 
hard times or even homeless¬ 
ness. this conference is especial¬ 
ly im portant. 

“We really 
want to build 
a sense of com¬ 
munity, and 
stress that 
they're im¬ 
portant people 
and getting 
involved and 
being leaders 
is an import¬ 
ant thing for 

youth to do," 

Cardinal and Scratch cur¬ 
rently have a gofundme cam¬ 
paign to raise 52.500 for the 
remaining costs of logistics 
and programming for the con¬ 
ference.

City council spent Wednesday 
hearing both praise and con¬ 
demnation of traffic calming 
measures in several neighbour¬ 
hoods. before ultimately leaving 
most of the changes in place. 

Councillors reviewed the 
overall policy and measures in 
Ottewell. Newton, Crestwood, 
Onusby Place and Prince Charles. 
While they'll remove some speed 
humps in Qttewell, all of the 
other measures will stay in place. 

More than a dozen people 
spoke to council with both opin¬ 
ion and passion split between 
keeping measures like humps 
and digital feedback signs, and 
ripping them all out. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
policy can be difficult for the 
city to resolve. 

“Everyone hates speeding on 
their street and then will speed 
on everyone else's street” he 
said. “If s a fundamental con¬ 
flict that the city has to mediate. 
The one thing we can conclude 
is that there is no real answer 
that pleases everybody," he said. 

Thirty neighbourhoods are 
currently asking for traffic calm¬ 
ing measures or changes to re¬ 
duce short-cutting and the city 
will now consider a more robust 
process that will combine engin¬ 
eering with resident demand. 

Currently, the city uses de¬ 
mand from residents through 
a petition process in deciding 
whether to attempt measures. 

While many residents said the 
meiisures simply diverted short- 
cutting or made their neigh¬ 
bourhoods difficult to navigate, 
Kimberly Olson of the frince 
Charles Community said in her 
community, "we have seen a sig¬ 
nificant reduction in the amount 
of cars coming through."

8ince the first meeting, the 
women have shared their per¬ 
sonal stories, discussed their 
beliefs and talked about v eiling . 
They plan to tackle even more 
controversial topics — such as 
conversion, terrorism and Israel- 
Palestine — in the future. 

“Part of the impetus for our 
group was to have difficult con¬ 


versation s. People have been 
really respectful so far... The 
idea is for us to get to know each 
other and become friends before 
we venture to have those con¬ 
versations. You're much more 
likely to see each other's point 
of view," Valerio said. 

During the meetings — the 
latest of which takes place this 
Saturday Eit the Beth Shalom 
Synagogue — the women have 
toured a synagogue and mosque.

UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA 

Nursing program ranked 4th worldwide 


The nursing program at the 
University of Alberta has been 
ranked fourth in the world by 
the QS World University Rank- 
ings. 

"There are thousands of nu rs- 
ing programs in the world. and 
to be considered one of the 
best is just amazing," Anita 
Molzahn, dean of nursing, said 
in a release. "We strive for ex¬ 


cellence in all that we do, and 
external rankings like the QS 
help confirm that we are on 
the right path." 

This year's QS rankings 
looked at the quality of 42 sub¬ 
jects at 200 universities, making 
it the largest release of its kind. 
This was the first time nursing 
programs were ranked. 

The university cracked the 


top 50 in the world in pharmacy 
and pharmacology., education, 
archeology, mining engineer¬ 
ing, and English language and 
literature. 

Of the 945 institutions listed 
in the published range of re¬ 
sults, only four Canadian uni¬ 
versities rank among the top 
"10 universities in the world for 
their programs, with University 


of Toronto taking the top Can¬ 
adian school, followed closely 
by the University of Alberta, the 
University of British Columbia 
and University of Guelph.

Augusta na campus’s new stu¬ 
dent spate has opened with a 
vision of how space can serve 
the principles of reconciliation 
and de-colonialization. 

The Wahkohtowin Lodge 
was chosen as the new Indigen¬ 
ous student space due to its 
centrality and connection to 
other parts of campus, and 
its natural gathering point for 
students. 

“It's in a space where the 
rhythms of daily activity al¬ 
ready bring students and staff 
together." said Allen Berger, 
dean of the Augusta na Campus. 
“It says clearly aboriginal stri¬ 
de nts and issues have a place 
on this campus." 

The Lodge is the centre of 
the Forum building, which sits 
at the centre of the Augustana 
campus. 

That centrality is import¬ 
ant to achieving the goals of 
reconciliation, as it places a 
prominent Indigenous pres¬ 
ence at the heart of the 


Augustana campus. 

The space w r as designed in 
consultation with elders in the 
community and Indigenous 
students. And the name was 
suggested by an elder during 
the consultation process. 

“Wahkohtowin suggests an 
obligation to Form relation¬ 
ships w r ith other people and 
with the natural world." said 
Berger. 

Pillars in the space feature 
artwork from local Indigenous 
artists, as well as’Treaty 7 and 
S artists. 

The space will host program¬ 
ming on Indigenous issues. 
And it will tie into both two 
academic certificates in recon¬ 
ciliation and de-colonization, 
as welt as a workshop program 
available to community mem¬ 
bers. both of which are in the 
works for the fall. 

The Universi ty of Alberta's 
North campus has a similar 
space in process, which when 
finished will be called Maskwa 
House of Learning.

Institute opens 
its first Western 
branch in town 

An international conservation 
organization founded by chim¬ 
panzee expert Jane GoodaH 
says it has chosen Edmonton 
as the site of its first Western 
Canada office. 

JCI Canada says it will use 
the office as a hub to grow a 
school program about the need 
to protect the environment 
and understand the connection 
between people and animals. 

"Our goal is to create a gen¬ 
eration of Janes," Jen Duffy, 
a spokeswoman for the Jane 
Goodall Institute of Canada, 
said Wednesday. 

“Chimps are still our main 
focus species, but if we are ntak- 
ing the world a better place for 
chimps we are making it a bet¬ 
ter place for everyone* 

JGI Caniida says it already 
has more than 4QD groups in its 
Roots & Shoots program across 
the country that involves local 
hands-on conservation projects. 

Duffy said there are three 
schools in Alberta where teach¬ 
ers have been trained to deliver 
the program aimed at kinder¬ 
garten to Grade 6 students. 

The program promotes com¬ 
passion, empathy, critical-think¬ 
ing skills and awareness about 
envi ton mental sustainabilily. 

The plan is to train more 
teachers and expand the pro¬ 


gram into Saskatchewan and 
British Columbia. 

Duffy said AlbeTta was 
chosen because of the sup¬ 
port JGI has received in the 
province. Westmount Charter 
School in Calgary was the first 
school in Canada to sign onto 
the program. 

“It is not that we are coming 
here to fix things. People in Al¬ 
berta have identified that they 
want to make a difference," 


Duffy SEiid. ,L W r e are certainly 
not making a value judgment 
about .Alberta.

The lawyer for the parents 
charged in the death of their two- 
year-old son says they thought 
he had a cold or the flu. 

Ihe toddler’s parents, David 
and Gollet Stephan, formerly 
of Glenwood. Alta., are changed 
with fading to provide the ne¬ 
cessities of life for 1 Srmonth- 
old Ezekiel. 

Defence lawyer Shawn Tuck- 
ley told the jury Wednesday 
that evidence will show the 
boy appeared to get better at 
times, right up until the night 
he stopped breathing and was 
rushed to hospital in March 2012. 

The trial heard the boy was 
sick for 2 1/2 weeks Etnd his par¬ 
ents gave him natural remedies 
and homemade smoothies con¬ 
taining hot pepper, ginger root, 
horseradish and onion. 

.After being taken to Cardston 
hospital, Ezekiel was rushed to 
a Calgary hospital, where he 
died El week later from bacterial 
meningitis and a lung infection. 

ITie trial has been adjourned 
till April II, and will continue at 


least a week, and possibly longer. 

Earlier WednesdEiy Dr. JonEL- 
thanJames Gamble, a pediatrics 
specialist at the Alberta Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital in CalgEtry. told 
court a runny nose, fever, leth¬ 
argy, loss of appetite, and occa¬ 
sional back stiffness could all be 
indications of a cold or flu. 

Those were the symptoms 
Ezekiel had in the two weeks 
leading up to his death. 

Gamble also testified that 
symptoms such as difficulty swal¬ 
lowing and being so stiff a child 
could not sit in a car seat, should 
have led to medical intervention. 

The jury has heard that a 
friend who was a nurse told 
the Stephans their bay might 
have viral meningitis and Etdvised 
them to take him to a doctor. 

The Stephans reseairiaed treat¬ 
ments online and picked up an 
echinacea mixture hum a mtura- 
path in Lethbridge. But Ezekiel 
was too stiff to sit in his car seat 
and had to lie on a mattress in 
the Stephan vehicle as they drove 
to Lethbridge, the Canadian press

Rescued cat 
to be fitted out 
with blades 
as back limbs 

When a deformed feral kitten 
was discovered on a rural prop¬ 
erty in Langley, H.C., Cassidy the 
rat’s rescuer says he was scoot¬ 
ing around on his front legs 
with his bum in the air like a 
“reverse velociraptor." 

The nine-week-old tabby, mis¬ 
sing both hind legs, will soon be 
fitted with artificial leg implants 
in a ground breaking procedure. 

“Definitely this is cutting-edge 
technology," said Dr. Mike Hig¬ 
gins, a neurologist with Canada 
West Veterinary Specialists. 

“WeYe learning a lot from 
human medicine that is trans¬ 
lating into animats" 

llie black-and-white kitten 
received Kntox injections at the 
Vancouver animal hospital on 
Wednesday as preparation for 
attaching prosthetic blades to 


his back limbs. The procedure 
will be the first of its kind in 
the world on a cat. Higgins said. 

Cassidy was rescued by Shel¬ 
ley Roche. who believes the kit¬ 
ten may have lost its legs as a 
result of its mother chewing 
to free its body from a knotted 
umbilical cord at birth. 

The cost of his rehabilita¬ 
tion has been 510,000, she said, 
though the Vancouver vets of¬ 
fered their services pro bono. 

Another specialist is already 
working with the animal to 
make a SD-printed model for 
the pnostheses. The surgery will 
take place at North Carolina 
State University in Raleigh in 
two to four months, when Cas¬ 
sidy is dose to being fully grown. 

The American surgeon has 
unique experience in remedying 
cats and dogs with congenital 
malformations, Higgins said. 

The blade derice is advanced 
because its design conforms 
more naturally to the limbs, 
allowing more normal move¬ 
ment. he said. Similar models 
are already in use by people, he

Grits forced to 
defend lack of 
schedule for 
nixing deficit 

One day after the Liberals 
tabled an inaugural budget 
packed with new spending, 
the government found! itself 
on the defensive over the lack 
of a firm plan to eventually 
eliminate billions in loom¬ 
ing deficits. 

The Liberal budget projected 
SI 13.2 billion in red ink over 
the next five years, due in 
large pact to increased fund¬ 
ing in numerous areas. On 
the other side of the balance 
sheet, however, there was no 
indication of when, how or if 
the budget might eventually 
be balanced, 

On Wednesday, Prime Min¬ 
ister Justin Trudeau and fi¬ 
nance Minister Bill Morneau 


began the process of selling 
their fiscal plan — and found 
themselves defending the lack 
of solid fiscal targets. 

Pressed on the issue during 
a Radio-Canada interview, Tru¬ 
deau maintained that the ob¬ 
jective of the budget was not 
“to reach some mathematical 
balance" but to provide “opti¬ 
mism and trust" to Canadians. 

M o mean later said the gov- 
ernment's goal “is to get to 
a balanced budget over ap¬ 
proximately" five years — de¬ 
pending on how much eco¬ 
nomic growth the Liberal 
blueprint generates. 

Both men argued that 
some of the budget's biggest 
spending, such as on infra¬ 
structure and the revamped 
multibillion-dollar Canada 
child benefit, would gener¬ 
ate much-needed growth and 
eventually balance the books. 

"Our priority right now is to 
make those investments that 
can make a difference^ said 
Morneau, who was also asked 
if the government would stop 


spending at some point if the 
growth fails to kick in. 

“Our goal is to focus on 
where we re at each year as we 
put forth the budget,,.. We’ll 
worn' about budget 2017 in 
2017 H 

The Liberal numbers also 
include a S 6-bill ion adjust¬ 
ment for risk, which could ul¬ 
timately help the government 
beat low fiscal expectations 
and balance the books even 
earlier than forecast. 

Experts like former parlia¬ 
mentary budget officer Kevin 
Page called! the budget's lack 
of formal targets “a major, 
strategic failure" for the gov¬ 
ernment. 

"It was just a gaping hole..,. 
You can't have a budget with¬ 
out a fiscal plan," said Page. 

The government doesn’t 
necessarily have to set a time¬ 
table to rebalance the budget. 
Page said, but big-ticket spend¬ 
ing carries with it a respon¬ 
sibility to explain where the 
money is goingto come from.

‘Lite must go

Six-year-old Carlton Kahindi took 
the tea candle in his tiny hand 
Lind gently placed it on the make¬ 
shift memorial lo victims of Bel¬ 
gium's attacks. 

Though he could barely see 
from beneath a stocking cap, he 
knew his actions had meaning. 
That's why he was ready careful. 

“It's for the people who went 
to heaven," he said. 

Thousands of people came 
to Brussels' central square on 
Wednesday, determined to defy 
extremists who would have them 
cower in fear. Lhe city got back 
to work, if not back to normal. 

Many of those laying flowers, 


lighting candles and scrawling 
messages of peace in chalk were 
children brought by parents who 
were seeking to explain that 
something terrible had hap¬ 
pened. They wanted them to 
understand. 

'T want him to still have faith 
in humanity," said Carlton’s 
mother. Carole Kahindi. 

Defutnce and fear mingled in 
the minds of residents coming 
to terms with the violence that 
they had long expected, but had 
hoped wouldn't come. 

“You can't protect yourself 
against terrorism. Are you going 
to stay at home todays ibmor- 
rowV 'lhe day after tomorrow^' 
asked Dirk Verstraeten. 53, who 
was catching a bus to work. " Life 
must go on.” 

A line swelled outside the cen¬ 
tral train station in Brussels as 
travellers lined rip to get their 
bags checked. Soldiers stood 
guard every few feet as half a doz¬ 
en military trucks idled nearby.

As polite hunted for the surviv¬ 
ing Brussels bomber, evidence 
mounted Wednesday that the 
same Daesh (!SJL| tell tarried 
out the attacks in both I’aris and 
Brussels, and that the militants 
may have launthed this week's 
slaughter in haste because they 
feared authorities were dosing 
in on them. 


On a day of mourning across 
Belgium following Tuesday's 
bombings of the Brussels air¬ 
port and subway that killed 31 
people and wounded more than 
270, new information emerged 
about the four attackers. 

European security ofhdais said 
one of the suicide bombers was 
Najim Laachraotii. a Moroccan- 
born Belgian whom polite have 
hunted as the suspected bomb- 
maker in the Nov 13 attacks on 
Paris that killed 130. 

The other two suicide bomb¬ 
ers were Belgian-bom brothers, 
Ibrahim El Bakraoui, and young¬ 
er brother Khalid, both known to 
the police as common criminals, 
not anti-Western radicals. 


Turkish Resident Kecep lay- 
yip Eidpgan said Ibrahim El Bok- 
raoui was caught in June 2015 
near turkey's border with Syria 
Lind deported, at his own request, 
to the Netherkinds, with Ankara 
warning Dutch and Belgian of¬ 
ficials that he was a "foreign 
terrorist fighter* But other Turk¬ 
ish officials said he was released 
from Dutch custody due to lack 
of evidence of involvement In 
extremism. 

Details of the investigation 
from chief prosecutor Frederic 
Van Leeuw pointed to a rising 
sense of panic among the three 
bombers. An unidentified fourth 
man who was shown In airport 
video surveillance Footage re¬ 


mains at large after Van Leeuw 
said his suitcase bomb failed to 
detonate properly. Authorities say 
he was the man In a light jacket 
and hat on the for tight of the 
video footage. Van Leeuw said the 
bomb did partially explode after 
police had already evacuated the 
terminal.

The prosecutor said a laptop 
seized from a garbage can on a 
street outside the brothers' last 
known address contained a mes¬ 
sage purportedly from Ibrahim El 
Bakraoui that indicated he was 
expecting to be arrested follow¬ 
ing Friday's capture in Brussels of 
the suspected ringleader of the 
Paris attacks.

Daesh has trained at least 400 
fighters to target Europe in 
deadly waves of attacks, de¬ 
ploying interlocking terror 
cells like the ones that struck 
Brussels and Paris with orders 
to choose the time, place and 
method for maxim um camEige, 
officials have told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

The network of agile and 
semi-autonomous cells shows 
the reach of the extremist 
group in Europe even as it 
loses ground in Syria and Iraq. 

The officials. Including Euro¬ 
pean and Iraqi intelligence of 1 
finals and a French lawmaker 
who follows the jihadi net¬ 
works, described camps in 
Syria, Iraq and possibly the 
former Soviet bloc where at¬ 
tackers Lire trained to attack 
the West. 

Before being killed in a po¬ 
lice raid, the ringleader of the 
Nov. 13 Paris attacks claimed 
he had entered Europe in a 
multinational group of 90 fight¬ 
ers. who scattered “more or 
less everywhere." 

But the biggest break yet 
in the Paris attacks investiga¬ 
tion — Friday's arrest of fugi¬ 
tive Salah Abdeslam — did not 
thwart the multi-pronged at¬ 
tack just four days later on 
the Belgian capital's airport 
and subway that left 31 people 
dead and an estimated 270 
wounded. Three suicide bomb¬ 
ers also died. 

Just as in Paris, Belgian au¬ 
thorities were searching for at 
least one fugitive In 'Jnesday's 
attacks — this time for a man 
wearing a while jacket who 
was seen on airport security 
footage with the tw r o suicide 
attackers. The fear is that the 
man. whose identity Belgian 
officials say is not known, 
will find Abdeslam’s path in¬ 
structive.

Brussels airport attack is second major bombing for teen 


Surviving a major bombing is 
the extraordinary —and re¬ 
peated — situation that one 
Utah teen can live to tell about. 

Mason Wells, a 19-year-old 
from Sandy, Utah, is expected 
to make a full recovery from 
the bombing attack at the Bms- 
sels airport Tuesday, which 
left him with a surgery scar, 
a severed Achilles tendon, a 
head gash, shrapnel injuries 
and severe burns. 

Wells had once again found 
himself at the centre of a major 
attack — standing within feet 


of a bomb that exploded at the 
Belgian airport. The blasts in 
the Belgian capital killed 34 
people and wounded scotos 
at the airport and a subway 
station. 

Three years ago, Wells and 
his father felt the ground shake 
and narrowly escaped death 
from an April 2013 attack in 
the U.S., when a pressurecook- 
er bomb exploded a block away 
from where they were watch¬ 
ing his mother run the Boston 
Marathon. 

The former high school 


football and lacrosse player 
had four months left on his 
two-year Mormon mission, 
and was planning to major 
in engineering at the Univer¬ 
sity of Utah next fall. He also 
wanted to reapply to the Naval 
Academy after barely missing 
the cut after high school, his 
father said. 

His father said he woke up 
to the latest news on the TV 
before calling his son's mission 
president in France and found 
out his son was injured but 
alive.

GMO foods may be on way 




Many retailers give shoppers a choice to avoid genetically engineered fruits or vegetables by

The organization that repre¬ 
sents Canada's major grocery 
chains says it has full confi¬ 
dence in selling genetically en¬ 
gineered foods that have been 
approved by Health Canada 
and the Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency. 

The Canadian Press asked 
large retail chains such as 
Lolblaw Cos.. Metro lnc. t and 
Sobeys Inc., whether they plan 
to sell genetically modified pro¬ 
duce like the Innate potato and 
Arctic apple and. If so, how 
they would be labelled. The 
companies referred questions 
to the Retail Council of Canada. 

“We have confidence in the 
regulatory process and CFIA 
to ensure that (genetically en¬ 
gineered foods) are safe for 
consumption and only prod¬ 
ucts that are safe for consump¬ 
tion are approved,” said David 
Wilkes, senior vice-president 
of government relations and 
grocery division for the council. 

“There is no requirement 
for labelling at this point in 
time, so the government does 
not indicate that (genetically 
engineered foods) would be 
Labelled.” 

The U.S.-based J.R.. Simplot 


Company said Monday that it 
was notified by Health Canada 
and the Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency that it could sell 
its Innate potatoes — which 
purportedly are less likely to 
bruise or turn brown when cut. 

About a year ago, Health 


Canada approved a similar 
non-browning Arctic apple de¬ 
veloped by Summerland, B.C.- 
based Okanagan Specialty Fruits 
Inc. The fruit is not available yet 
because of the time it takes to 
grow r apple trees. 

Innate potatoes, meanwhile. 


could potentially be planted in 
Canada and sold as early as later 
this year. They have been sold 
in the U.S. since last May under 
the White Russet brand. While 
the packaging boasts that the 
potatoes have "reduced bruising 
and fewer black spots." there is 
no disclosure about the product 
being genetically engineered. 

Lucy Sharratt, spokeswoman 
for the Canadian Biotechnology 
Action Network (CBAN), said it 
rankles some Canadians that 
special labelling isn' t required. 


“We're not necessarily speak¬ 
ing of safety issues when we're 
speaking of labelling. Consum¬ 
ers want labelling for all kinds 
of different reasons and in a 
democracy if people want infor¬ 
mation about what's in the food 
system, J think it's incumbent 
on the government to respond," 
said Sharratt. 

Many retailers give shoppers 
a choice to avoid genetically en¬ 
gineered fruits or vegetables by 
purchasing organic offerings, 
Wilkes said. 

“You always find that range 
of options that are available 
and it really does come down 
to respecting the integrity of 
the process that the govern¬ 
ment undertakes and offering 
consumers the choice so that 
they can make the decisions 
that are best for their families." 

A spokeswoman said Sobeys 
recognizes some customers pre¬ 
fer foods made with ingredients 
not derived through biotechnol¬ 
ogy and that they are seeing 
more suppliers highlighting 
products as non-GMO. 

“We offer a fu 11 range of or¬ 
ganic products that are clear¬ 
ly labelled organic including 
our private label Compliments 
Organic line of products that 
are certified organic and meet 
strict criteria that do not permit 
the use of ingredients derived 
through biotechnology, H Bar¬ 
bara McCully. director of cor¬ 
porate communications, wrote 
in an email.

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CHANTAL HEBERT ON A THROWBACK BUDGET 

Trudeau is walking on a 
budget tightrope over a fiscal 
safety net frayed by a decade 
of Conservative tax cuts. His 
budget does little to address 
a structural revenue shortfall. 



For all the talk about a new 
activist federal era, Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau's 
First budget largely picks up 
where Paul Martin left off 
— at least when it comes to 
spending priorities. 

Improving the terms of 
the relationship between 
Canada and its indigenous 
people was front and cen¬ 
tre on the former Liberal 
prime minister's radar. At 
the time of its defeat in 
2GG5, the Martin govern¬ 
ment was about to start 
implementing the Kelowna 
Accord. 

Martin had also spent his 
final years as minister of 
finance advocating a new 
fiscal pact between the fed¬ 
eral government and Can¬ 
ada's big cities. As prime 
minister, he had set out to 
translate his intentions into 
actions 

Both files emerged as 
major priorities in Tues¬ 
day's budget with billions 
of dollars to be spent on 
the municipal and indigen¬ 
ous fronts over the next 
few r years. 

But this week's budget 
also demonstrates that 
turning back the clock a 
decade is easier said than 
done. Much water or, in 
this case, much federal 
wealth in the shape of tax 
cuts has flowed under the 
bridge over the past 10 
years. 

Martin’s spending plans 
were to be financed out of 
impressive federal budget 
surpluses, and he had a 
revenue base that ensured 
those would keep on com- 
ing r 

By comparison. Trudeau 
is walking on a budget 
tightrope over a fiscal safe¬ 
ty net frayed by a decade of 
Conservative tax cuts. Tues¬ 
day’s Liberal budget does 
little to address a structural 
revenue shortfall. 


On the contrary, instead 
of erasing Harper’s fiscal 
footprint, the Liberals have 
chosen to tiptoe around it- 

For, of all the signature 
Conservative policies, a 
twice lowered CIST seems 
the most likely to survive 
the transition to a different 
government. On the day 
after the budget, Trudeau 
categorically maintained 
that he would not be rais- 
ing the tax back to its pre- 
Harper level of seven per 
cent. 

This lack of political for¬ 
titude is understandable. 
The Liberals did not talk 
about the GST at the time 
of the election campaign. 
No party would then go 
near what strategists saw 
as the third rail of federal 
fiscal politics. There was no 


political cover for Trudeau 
to talk about raising it be¬ 
fore the election and there 
still is not now that he is in 
office. 

Given a choice between 
slaying the sacred cow of 
a lower GST. or breaking 
with the doctrine of bal¬ 
anced budgets, Trudeau’s 
Liberals determined that 
the path of least public re¬ 
sistance led to the latter. 

But with every GST point 
worth about !>" billion 
a year to a cash-starved 
federal government, good 
politics stands to make for 
crippling fiscal policy. 

None of the other tax 
changes of the first Liberal 
budget really addresses the 
shrunken capacity of the 
federal government to raise 
revenues on par with its 
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policy ambitions, 

A string of projected 
yearly deficits that stretch¬ 
es beyond the current man¬ 
date speaks to the existence 
of a structural gap between 
those ambitions and [he fis¬ 
cal capacity to fulfil them. 
More than a low-growth 
economic cycle is at play, 

The last government to 
leave behind a solid budget 
surplus was that of Martin. 
None of the parties that ran 
in the last election would 
have produced a balanced 
budget this year without 
engaging in a round of 
spending cuts. 

The main consequence 
of preserving Harper’s GST 
legacy is to essentially leave 
the federal fiscal ship at 
the mercy of the vagar¬ 
ies of the world economy. 
But if the recent decade is 
any indication, it will be 
hard to raise that ship out 
of the red even in moder¬ 
ately good times and/or to 
keep it on a steady deficit- 
free course. With so much 
money committed to recur¬ 
ring tax cuts, it is hard to 
see how major federal in¬ 
itiatives on the social policy 
front would be sustainable 
in the future. 

Based on the budget 
roadmap sketched out this 
week, one might presume 
either that any major 
spending such as more 
money for health care that 
did not make the cut of 
this first budget is unlike¬ 
ly to materialize over the 
course of the current man¬ 
date, or else that the deficit 
projections put forward 
by Finance Minister Bill 
Morneau — as high as they 
may seem — are actually a 
floor.

Will Ghomeshi walk? The long 
stieami of bombshells that 
was Jian Ghomeshi's sexual- 
assault trial comes down to 
that question. 

And when Justice William 
B. Horkins delivers his verdict, 
journalists, lawyers and ob¬ 
servers expect the sane: Not 
guilty, on all counts. 

Ghomeshi's lawyer, Marie 
Heneln, left the proceed¬ 
ings swimming in reasonable 
doubt from pothole-ridden 
testimony. Consent was no¬ 
where to be found, and it 
didn't matter. 

But with apologies to the 
three complainants, for whom 
that certainly isn't the best 
outcome — a not-guilty sweep 
might be what Canada needs. 

It would further galvan¬ 
ize the protests planned in 
Toronto today, and perhaps 
spur others. It would infuriate 
onlookers dismayed at the ad¬ 
versarial, even cruel, dynam¬ 
ics of the courtroom. 

It wouldn't surprise sexual- 
violence advocates who 
have., for decades, watched 
an impotent justice system 
down load the fallout of sex¬ 
ual assaults directly onto the 
victims, as it routinely fails to 
engender their trust. 

But it will give those advo¬ 
cates an extra high-profile bit 
of ammunition. And they need 
all the help they can get. 

It's been 40 years since 
rape-shield laws were intro¬ 
duced, but, still, only about 10 
per cent of sexual assaults are 
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reported to police, never mi nd 
adjudicated in the courts. 

in past years, and again 
since the start of this trial, vari¬ 
ous reforms have been batted 
around, including creating 
a courts for sexual assaults, 
inspired by those for mental 
health sufferers, Also; restora¬ 
tive justice,- trying sexual as¬ 
saults as civil cases, in which 
where the burden of proof is 
a "balance of probabilities," 
instead of the "beyond a 
shadow of a doubt" standard 
of criminal court; and dedicat¬ 
ed lawyers for complainants, 
to correct the imbalance that 
results when only the accused 
gets a lawyer in a he-said- 
she-said trial where physical 
evidence and third-party wit¬ 
nesses are in short supply. 

Each idea has merit, and 
yet nothing has been done, 
TTiis country needs anger. 

An acquittal may well be 
the correct verdict, in legal 
terms, it could also be the 
correct sentence in a trial that 
has been set up, from the be¬ 
ginning, as our big chance to 
collectively witness systemic 
failings, and demand change. 

Pamela Cross, a lawyer and 
long-time advocate for sexual 
assault victims, already be¬ 
lieves the conditions are right, 
regardless of the verdict. 
"Canadians are talking about 
sexual- assault in a way that 
really has never happened be¬ 
fore," she told me.

Conan O'Brien, Seth Myers or 
Trevor Noah. 

Kimmel had Ford on as a 
guest two years ago this month. 
The former mayor tossed T- 
shirts into the studio audience 
before sweating through a seg¬ 
ment w r here he stood watch¬ 
ing one unflattering video after 
another. 

By the time of his Kimmel ap¬ 
pearance in Los Angeles, Ford 
had already admitted to smok¬ 
ing crack cocaine while in office. 

"You love being mayor, don't 
you?" Kimmel asked in the third 
segment. 

“I wasn't elected to be perfect, 
Jimmy.” said Ford. 

“Get help." said Kimmel. 

Tuesday, Kimmel tweeted 
out his. respects for the former 
mayor and controller, who died 
luesday at 46: 

"Condolences to the family 
and fans of iffi'To ro n to Rob Ford 
— an unforgettable guy who 
loved his job and city like few 
men I've met."

Twenty-five yean; ago, before 
Kick film locks debut novel Grif¬ 
fin Sr Sabine became a multi¬ 
million bestseller and cultural 
phenomena, he was living on 
51 2 ,000 a year working as an 
artist.

intentionally ambiguous, hven 
if Bantock and his readers have 
aged, it's as if time stood still 
for Griffin and Sabine. 

“That's part of the fun,'" he 
says. “You bury stuff in there 
so that those w r ho want to dig 
can dig, but if you don’t poke 
around, it doesn’t matter. Yon 
cun take it at face value or take 
the book as having a number 
of layers." 

For Bantock, who is experi¬ 
encing a “strange dejri vu” as 
he prepares to tour The Pharos 
Gate, the books represent more 
than just romance. He sees the 
two characters, and the mar¬ 
riage of text and image, as his 
personal hero's journey, repre¬ 
senting “an interna] dialogue 
between my logical and intui¬ 
tive self I found they articulate 
my journey as a human being 
better than anything else." 

Of course the world has 


changed a lot in the 25 years 
since Griffin and Sabine first 
arrived, most obviously with so¬ 
cial media and email replacing 
good old-fashioned letter writ¬ 
ing. Bantock ultimately hopes 
the unique format and mes¬ 
sage behind The Pharos Gate 
will inspire a new generation 
of technology-obsessed readers 
to express themselves in more 
meaningful ways. 

“1 don’t mean getting rid of 
the computer or playing lud¬ 
dite games," he says, “but if it 
can offer an alternative way of 
self-expression that encourages 
people to slow down at certain 
times of the day or the w r eek, 
and articulate their ideas and 
feelings in a different way, then 
as far as I am concerned, the 
book will have succeeded."

Reached by phone in Van¬ 
couver, Suzuki traces his cava¬ 
lier attitude about birthdays to 
his boyhood, when his family 
was among the thousands of 
Japanese Canadians forcibly 
moved to internment camps 
following attacks on Rearl 
Harbor. 

“1 realized that it all was in 
the roots of the Second World 
War when we were shipped 
out of Vancouver into camps 
and we had nothing with ns,” 
Suzuki says. “1 kind of grew up 
without thinking a great deal 
about birthdays H 

But the SQth is special, he 
concedes/! t's really funny, 50 
was no big deal, (same with) 
60, 70. But B0, you've got to 
realize. 'My God, you really 
are old.' There's no getting 
away from it/ 

Suzuki chatted with The 
Canadian Press about celebrat¬ 
ing milestones, recognizing 
failures and maintaining hope 
for the future. 

Happy birthday! What w ill 
you be doing Thursday? 

We’re all going to our cabin 
on an island where we don't 
have a TV set and we’re go¬ 
ing to go to our neighbours’ 
to watch the show r . 

E get the sense that family 
is paramount for yon. You 
can't help but wonder what 


the w orld will he like w hen 
ynurgrandehildren are Ho. 

Well, yeah. I’ve just come 
back yesterday from two 
weeks in Australia and we 
snorkelled on the Great Bar¬ 
rier Reef, which I always do 
when I go to Australia, and 
it was devastating this time. 

1 first dove on the reef in 
1939 and what I see now is a 
shadow of what it once was, 
It’s devastating. 

You talk about looking to 
the future, it’s very, very de¬ 
pressing. 


Tropic off on refer to you as 
alarmist. 

You’re damn right. ] don’t 
know why this is supposed 
to be a bad word but, yes, i 
am an alarmist, t am raising 
the alarm and saying — es¬ 
pecially now as an elder — I 
remember what, the World 
was like when 1 was a boy. 


And yes it's time, our lives 
are immeasurably easier to 
live ... and we can be very, 
very impressed with those 
things but at the same lime 
my grandchildren can’t go 
fishing where J did when I 
was a boy, and the Barrier 
Reel' is a mess and much Of 
the forest of British Colum¬ 


bia has been invaded and cut 
down. 

You’ve said the environ¬ 
mental movement ha* 
tided. 

A lot of the victories that 
we though! We celebrated, 
certainly I did — stopping 
dams and stopping drilling 
and stopping supertankers 
— well, 30, 35 years later, 
the same problems have re¬ 
turned. We stopped Site C, 
the dam on ihe Peace River 
35 years ago. we slopped 


it. Bui now (B.C. Premier) 
Christy (Clark) is going 
ahead and building il ... 

And we stopped supertank¬ 
ers that were going to come 
down the B.C. coast from Al¬ 
aska but now we’re propos¬ 
ing to let supertankers start 
right off on the B.C. coast 
with things like pipelines. So 
What the hell has happened? 

It sound.* like t he target has 
to shift, then. 

We have to look at the world 
in a different way. And this 
is the real crisis,. 1 think is 
that we somehow feel that 
we no longer live as part 
of nature. Because 85 per 
cent of Canadians live in 
big cities. And in a big city 
you think, “Well, my most 
important thing is my job. 

1 need a job to earn money 
to buy my food and live in a 
house and all that." And so 
the economy becomes our 
highest priority and we for¬ 
get that if you don't breath 
air for three minutes you're 
dead. 

Now we have a new prime 
minister. 

We have a new prime min¬ 
ister but he's got 10 years 
of no action to catch up oil. 
more than 10 years because 
the previous government 
talked but didn’t do much. 

What’s been your biggest 
achievement? 

My proudest achievement is 
my children who I feel are 
veiy decent Canadians and 
they’ve worked hard all their 
lives and they’re all environ¬ 
mentalists. I’m very, very 
proud of my children. 

In terms of recognition, I 
guess to me one of the most 
delightful and satisfying 
things was becoming a com¬ 
panion of the Order of Can¬ 
ada.

into the worlds, which Can¬ 
ada has not won since 2008. 

Although Dan doesn't want 
to take credit for Chelsea's 
considerable accomplish¬ 
ments, his 31 -year-old daugh¬ 
ter says he’s an inspiration. 

"Unless you've got a Few 
hours 3 don't even think l can 
begin to explain it. He’s the 
reason that I started curling,” 
said Chelsea on Tuesday. “1 
watched him win the Brier in 
1992, grew up following him 
around to every curling club 
there was and wearing out his 
curling tapes. He coached me 
for my whole life until right 
now. He still is coaching me 
personally. 

"1 wouldn't be here with¬ 
out him, I wouldn't be half 
the player l am or half the 
person 1 am without him. h 

Dan says that watching his 
daughter compete and repre¬ 
sent Canada is “awesome," 
and that when she's asked 
for it he’s given her some 
simple advice. 


“just enjoy it. You're living 
the dream." said Dan. “It gets 
overwhelming. You’ve got 
tricky ice conditions, you're 
in the hunt, you're wearing 
the Maple Leaf, you’ve got 
everyone cheering you on. 
That Maple Leaf can get pretty 
heavy. You add all that up anil 
it gets really fatiguing.” 

That mental battle is some¬ 
thing that the elder Carey 
tries to keep in perspective 
for Chelsea.
